Cincinnati, March 25.—All cover the Ohio 
valley the sun has shone today end the 
sky tonight is clear and the weather mild. 

As far as error and loss of life and 
property is concerned, that is all over in 
the interior of the state, or on the tributa- 
ries of the Ohio. But the want and desola- 
tion in the track of the storm are sadly

The greatest damage to homes seems to 
have been at Dayton and Zanesville. In 
these two places heads of families have 
been driven from their homes and made 
dependent on public charity which has been 
bounteously bestowed. 

In Dayton one building association has 
mortgages on two hundred inundated 
houses. Many of the occupants will lose 
their homes if not helped. 

The Ohio river is rising at all points from 
Parkersburg to Cairo. 

At Cincinnatt at 10 o'clock tonight the 
stage was 53.3 feet, a rise of four-tenths of 
a foot in four hours, which rate is main- 
tained. A stage of 55 feet will be reached 
here. The railroad situation is greatly im- 
proved. 

Falling at Zanesville. 

Zanesville, O., March 25.—The flood crisis 
is past, the water having receded six 
inches since 10 o'clock this morning after 
it had stood stationary for twelve hours. 
Two raflroads are being partially operated, 
but other roads will be unable to resume 
operations for several days yet as their 
tracks are still several feet under water 
and the roadbeds badly damaged. 

The city is stil! in utter darkness as the 
water must fall four feet before the light 
plant can be operated. 

Work of relief is now well organized and 
it is believed there will be no further suf- 
fering because of lack of food or clothing. 
Rations are being issued to over 90 fam!- 
lies besides those being cared for by benev- 
olent and charitable organizations. A mil- 
lion dollars will scarcely cover the damage 
to property and loss to business. It will 
take probably $200,000 to restore the county 
roads and bridges. Nearly every manufact- 
uring plant in the city is under water and 
their loss, as well as that sustained by the 
railroads, can only be asx ertained when the 
flood reccdes.

Today the clerk of Bibb superior court 
delivered the certificate which entitles 
the people of Manchester to hold an elec- 
tion for mayor, ete., and organizing their 
municipality. The town of Manchester 
consists of about nineteen acres of land 
and embraces the Manchester cotton mills, 
the houses of the operatives and other 
property of the Manchester Manufacturing 
Company. A short time ago the parties 
interested applied to Judge Felton, of 
Bibb superior court, for the incorporation 
of Manchester, and the people in the ter- 
ritory to be incorporated held an elec- 
tion and voted unanimously for incorpora- 
Ytion. Incorporation has been granted by 
the court, the certificate issued and the 
election for mayor, etc., will now be held. 

Manchester, as before stated, lies in the 
Vineville | district. Vineville immediately 
adjoins Macon. Macon wanted Vineville 
incorporated into Macon. Sundry citizens 
of Vineville have been trying for some 
time to incorporate Vineville as an inde- 
pendent municipality. The people and prop- 
erty owners in what .is now known as 
Manchester, did not wish Vineville to be 
independently incorporated, as they thought 
the taxes and expenses would be too great 
to maintain the municipality and have 
the public improvements necessary, like 
sewers, police, fire and sanitary protection. 
Therefore, they proceeded quietly to obtain 
the incorporation of Manchester, and are, 
therefore, free from incorparation into 
Vineville. 

Petition for Injunction. 

Mr. Richard Jordan, division counsel 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad, has filed in the United States 
court at Macon a petition for injunction 
again Mr. H. N. Flagin, of Bibb county. 
Mr. Flagin desires to move a house from 
one site to another, and in order to make 
the removal the house would have to be 
moved across the track of the Georgia 
Southern railroad, and the petition for 
injunction recites that as the house is 
quite large it might be detained on the 
track too long, thereby blocking the track 
and stopping trains, and thus obstruct 
the passage of the United States mails. 
The petition will be heard by Judge Speer 
next week.

Ben C. Smith has been selected as 
chairman of the ladies’ auxiliary of the 
Macon Carnival Association... Mrs. Smith 
is one of Macon’s handsomest and most 
popular ladies and under her management 
the work of the auxiliary will be a per- 
fect success, and add greatly to the com- 
pleteness and attractiveness of the great 
carnival.

Chamber of Commerce. 

Tomorrow an innovation will be Intro- 
duced in the life and record of the Macon 
chamber of commerce. The change will 
consist in a bohemian smoker.

The Constitution on yesterday print- 
ed a letter from Mr. John &. Storrs, of 
Cincinnati, which deserves. than 
passing notice. 

In that letter Mr. Storrs .drew atten- 
tion to the almost certainty of a war 
with Spain. In this connection he points 
out that a rise in the price of focd sup- 
plies will be inevitable, and that a fall 
in the price of cotton will be equally 
certain. Therefore, the point of wis- 
dom is for cotton growers not to be led 
into an extravagant acreage because of 
Zaticipation of higher prices for their 
products, when they know that, even if 
sigher prices should come, they would 
‘oe more than offset by the rise in the 
price of provisions. 

The advice that southern farmers this 
vear, of all other years in their history, 
should see to it that they have hogs to 
kill when next fall arrives is good, and 
should be taken to heart. ‘he fact is, 
the season is already so far advanced, 
and the effect made upon the markets 
which will exist next fall is sufficiently 
well defined right now, even if war 
should not come, to make it certain 
that the provision crops will be high. 
With this certainty staring them in the 
face, it would seem to be fatuous for 
southern planters to devote all of their 
energies to cotton raising in order to 
sell their product for a smal] price, and 
then be compelled to exchange their en- 
tire returns to the west for corn and 
bacon. 

Plant corn, gentlemen: and raise hogs; 
and then you need not care how high 
the price goes in the west, so long as 
your own salvation is locked up in your 
Own cribs.

Mr. Watson Declines. 

Mr. Watson, who was nominated by 
the populists as a candidate for gover- 
nor, has given to the convention the 
same information that he gave to The 
Constitution in advance of-his nomina- 
tion. He is out of politics; he cannot 
afford to make the sacrifices that would 
attend his candidacy; he finds it neces- 
sary to devote his time to his law prac- 
tice, which is now growing to large di- 
mensions, and to the literary wo:k which 
he has contracted to_perform, and 
therefore, with expressions of the liveli- 
est gratitude, he assures his friends that 
he cannot make the race. 

In his letter .Mr. Watson hints that 
the populists will be able to find men 
in their party as well equipped for lead- 
ership as he is; but in this he is mistak- 
en. There is not a man in the party to 
compare with him in point of oratorical 
ability or intellectual equipment. Mr. 
Watson’s one defect is his ardent belief 
in the vitality of all his ideas, and this 
belief carries him outside the orbit of 
the common people. His mistake has 
been in trying to reduce to practice all 
the theories that’ Jefferson advocated. 
Jefferson himself was too wise to make 
such a mistake. Some of his theories 
he advocated on paper only and never 
tried to put in practice. Those that he 
did advance for practical use have stood 
the test of time. 

His opponents—the centralists who fa- 
vor a strong government—have never 
been able to make any headway against 
his doctrines. The powers they have 
been able to wrench from the states still 
regide in the people; and it was for the 
power and interests of the people that 
Jefferson worked. 

We trust and believe that Mr. Wat- 
son will make both fame and money 
from his literary work. 


What Europe Thinks. 


“Vice Admiral Mikaroff, of the Rus- 
sian navy, is now in the United States 
on important business entrusted to him 
by the Russian government. 

On being interviewed some few days 
ago in regard to the general opinion 
which prevails in Europe concerning the 
strained relations which exist at present 
between the United States and Spain, 
the distinguished visitor spoke without 
the least hesitation or embarrassment. 
He declared that while Europe regard- 
ed the explosion of the Maine as pure- 
ly accidental, there nevertheless existed 
everywhere the warmest feeling of re- 
spect and good will toward the United 
States. In the event of hostilities he 
gave it as his opinion that the United 
States would be successful. The fol- 
lowing is the exact language imputed to 
the vice admiral: 


I hope both sides in the controversy over 
Cuban matters will be wise enough to avoid 
war. That they will show such wisdom is 
the general opinion in Europe. The theory 
that the Spaniards are responsible for the 
act seems to prevai]) generatly here, and I 
think this is due to a large extent to pa- 
triotism. In Europe the theory most gen- 
erally accepted is that the Maine was de- 
strovyed by an accident. It is not such an 
uncommon thing for a vessel to: blow up. 
Numerous cases of similar accidents in 
other countries can be cited. About thtrty- 
five years ago the Russian vessel Plastoun 
was destroyed by an explosion and many 
lives were jost. I am not a diplomat nor 
versed in international law, but I should 
think it possible to avoid war, even if it is 
shown that the deed is the work of Span- 
dards. & 

If war should result the United States 
would have much the best of it, although 
I do not wish to reflect on the Spanish 
navy. I will say that the Spanish navy is 
composed of good seamen and that if the 
vessels on each Side were equal, the 
chances would be about equal, except for 
the fact, which is most material, thai the 
island of Cuba is close to American soil. 
Cuba will be the object of the war. and its 
position and its loeation gives the United 
States an enormous advantage, Strateg- 
ically. 


The distinguished vice admiral is cer- 
tainly well qualified to voice the senti- 
ment of Europe in the present crisis, 
and on that account the foregoing dec- 
laration is not without some interest to 
our readers.

Spain Warned in Season. 

There is one Spaniard at least who is 
wiag enough to ~ foresee and candid 
enough to admit that, in the event of 
difficulties between the United States and 
Spain, disaster would so completely 
overtake the latter that her boasted na- 
val outfit would be shattered into dol! 
rags, unless some unexpected miracle 
should happen to prevent it. 

This- notable exception to the mule of 
effete Castilian braggadocio is Senor 
Francisco Pi y Margoill.

‘the greatest powers of. the globe, and 
that every consideration of self-interest 
prompts her to first exhaust the re- 


blindly into combat; Moreover, he de- 
clares that Spanish pride is blind to the 
actual truths of history, and that if the 
disastrous experience of the kingdom 
for the past three hundred years in the 
matter of declaring war were read prop- 
erly there would not be so much fever- 
ish anxiety in Spain for war with the 
United Stdies. “Spain has won some- 
times,”’ observes the level-headed senor, 
“and she hag lost sometimes; but she 
has lost,more battles than she has won. 
The Romans and the Goths dominated 
her through centuries; the Arabs con- 
quered her in three years, and were not 
expelled until after seven hundred years 
of intermittent warfare. Spain con- 
quered America, but her soldiers had 
horses, firearms, steel swords and iron 
armor, while the native Indians had 
only feeble arms; if the Spaniards were 
less in number their superiority in arm- 
ament and cruelty made up for it.” This 
is strong language to come from one of 
the leaders of public sentiment in Spain, 
but such is the exact manner in which 
Senor Francisco Pi y Margoll expresses 
himself, 

Since the defeat of the Spanish Arma- 
da some three hundred years ago, Spain 
has met with repeated disasters both 
upon land and sea. Senor Francisco Pi 
y Margoll calls attention to this fact, 
and reminds Spain that out of the prince- 


‘ly heritage which once belonged to her 


she has now left only Cuba and the Phil- 
ippines. 
ba, he unequivocally states that Spain 
has failed to quench the determined spir- 
it of the patriots, regardless of the fact 
that 200,000 Spanish troops have been 
landed upon the island. 

If Spain acts upon the advice of this 
Sage councilor she will not hasten to 
engage in difficulties with the United 
States, even though the United States 
sees proper to recognize the indepen- 
dence of Cuba.

Another Carlist Outbreak Imminent. 
Information lately received from Mad- 
rid states that Spain is threatened with 
another outbreak of the Carlists. for 
more than seventy-five years past the 
Carlists have been disturbing elements 
in Spanish home affairs; and if the pres- 
ent spirit of uneasiness continues to 
grow apace in the kingdom, they may 
yet succeed in grasping the scepter. 
‘ The Carlists first made their appear- 
ance in Spain in 1833 under the standard 
of Don Carlos, the pretender. Don Car- 
los was the younger brother of King 
Ferdinand VII. Ferdinand had married 
three times without issue and finally, as 
the result of his fourth union, two 
daughters were born to him. But un- 
der the old Salie law the inheritance 
could not descend through females, and 
lerdinand, accordingly, had this law 
abrogated, making his elder daughter, 
Isabella, eligible to the crown, When 
he died, therefore, Isabella became 
queen. On the ascension of Isabella, 
in 1833, Don Carlos also put forth his 
claims, declaring that the Salic law had 
been abregated by fraud, and that the 
crown should properly revert\to him as 
Ferdinand’s next of kin. In spite of the 
failure of the Spanish cortes to recog- 
nize his claims, Don Carlos nersisted in 
asserting them, and suéceeded in array- 
ing large numbers of*enthusiastic fol- 
lowers under his standard. For six 
years he carried off hostilities with 
varying success, and’ finally withdrew 
nto the south of France, where he sur- 
rounded himself with royal pomp and 
luxury, and assumed the title of Charles 
VI. Im 1845 he abdicated hisyclaim to 
Spanish royalty in favor of his son, also 
named Don Carlos. This young prétend- 
er made several unsuccessful’ ef- 
forts tocapture the Spanish crown 
and at ‘last died in exile in 
1861. He left no. issue, ahd his 
brother, Juan, sueceeded him. In 
1868 Juan abdicated in favor of his son, 
Don Carlos. Some two or three years 
later this Don Carlos kindled insurrec- 
tionary fires in Spain, and succeeded in 
overthrowing temporarily the existing 
government. Order was soon restored, 
however, and the reigning family re- 
placed. Don Carlos subsequently mar- 
ried a young Italian princess by whom 
he had one son, Don Jamie. This son is 
now the recognized head of the Carlists 
in Spain. His Claims to the throne are 
zealously supported, and whenever he 
decides to raise his standard there are 
thousands who will flock to it. Since 
the outbreak of hostilities in Cuba the 
strength of the Carlists has waxed stead- 
ily, and success may yet. attend the 
movement to exalt the blood of Don Car- 


los to the crown of Spain.

An Italian trading company has been 
organized with headquarters at Milan, to 
operate in the orient, the object being to 
extend the market for Italian manufactured 
goods. The company embraces ten produc- 
ing firms, and agencies have been estab- 
lished at Bombay, Singapore, Hong Kong, 
Shanghai, Sandaham, Yokohama, Rangoon, 
Sydney, Massowah, Alexandria, Cairo, Port 
Said, Johannesburg, Aden and Batavia. 
Among the goods marketed through these 
agencies are olive oil, white lead, paints, 
dyeing earth, cement, candles, etc, 

Coal in paying quanities has been found 
on the Yukon river about 1,000 miles above 
St. Michaels, and a company is about to 
be formed of Oregon and California capl- 
talists to operate the mine. This discovery 
will be of vast importance to the river in- 
terests, as coal depots will be established 
at various points along the river so that 
steamships can depend on getting a supply 
of fuel at intervals of WO or 40 miles. 
The promoters of the scheme say they 
can mine and transport coal to St. Michaels 
and intermediate points to sell at $% a 
ton, which will reduce present fuel bills 
over 30 per cent.

The entire morning was consumed with 
the exercises, which were considered the 
most interesting held. In the aftefnoon a 
large numyber of delegates went to the 
flome for the Friendless, where they were 
shown over the building and told of its 
methods and the discipline used in the 
ganagement of the children. 

Permanent officers were elected yester- 
fay and committees named for the org ini- 
gation, Which will be known as the Or- 
phans’ Home Conference of the Southeast- 
erm States. The meeting was a very en- 
thusiastic one and all the delegates were 
eager to express themselves and spoke 
with great fervor of the results that they 
elieved would grow out of the present 
gathering. From many standpoints it 
gas said to be a thorough and compete 
wecess. Nothing was left undone and the 
direction of the policy of the conference 
gas such that the work accomplished at 
the first conference will be practically fol- 
lowed at the future conferences. 

The subjects discussed at the last session 
were how to develop self-interest and what 
ean be done for vicious chiidren. Talks 
were made by a large number and many 
valuable surgestions and ideas to be work- 
ed out in practical experience were gained 
by those who heard the addresses. 

The de‘egates were shown through the 
Hebrew Orphans’ Home and its complete 
afrangement and excellent management 
were highly spoken of by the members of 
the conference. At 12 o’chock lunch was 
served to the guests and a substantial and 
refreshing menu was laid before them. 

The kindness and courtesy of the ladies 
and gentlemen connected with the He- 
brew Orphans’ Home, who conducted the 
party of delegates around, was greatly ap- 
preciated and-the adjournment of the con- 
vention, which took place in the dining 
room, Was -very impressive. ‘‘Rescne the 
Perishing’’ was the last hymn sung and 
the benediction was pronounced by Dr. 
Vass. 
At the Morning Session. 

The delegates, a large number of visitors 
andthe managers and officers of the He- 
brew Orphans’ Home met in the assembly 
hall of that institution and about 9 o’clock 
the session was called to order by Rev. J. 
B. Boone, the temporary president of the 
conference. 

After a song and prayer the committee 
on constitution which was appointed at 
the first meeting of the conference an- 
hounced ready to report.

‘‘Resolved, That we tender our heartfelt 
thanks to Rey. If. L. Crumley, of Atlanta, 
for conceiving the thought of the organiza- 
tion of this conference, for his indefatiga- 
ble labor in gathering together and having 
so royally entertained us and we desire 
that it go down on the records that to 
Brother Crumley is due the berth of this 
organization and whatever good it may ac- 
complish is by his efforts. 

“That our thanks be heartily tendered to 
the families of Atlamta who have received 
us and entertained us in their homes, to 
the city papers, The Constitution and The 
Journal, for their notices of the meetings 
of this organization, to the management of 
the Baptist, Hebrew and North Georgia 
conference orphans’ homes for their superb 
entertainments and to the members and 
pastor of Trinity church for the use of their 
church for the holding of tHe sessions of 
our conference.”’ 


Delegates Inspect Orphanage. 


After a benediction by Rabbi Marx the 
session adjourned to go on a tour of inspec- 
tion through the orphanage. This was a 
revelation to many of the delegates and 
the visitors. The Hebrew Orphans’ Home is 
one of the finest in the south and its ap- 
pointments are complete to the 
part. 

In every room is abundance of light and 
ventilation, while if the weather is cold it 
can be closed and made comfortable by 
steam-heating with which the building is 
entirely fitted. Each floor of the building 
except the sleeping rooms or dormitories, 
where long rows of scrupulously clean little 
beds were arranged. 

Large, airy playrooms are set aside for 
the children—one for the boys and one for 
the girls. Also a large assembly hall and 
small chapel that adds to the ensemble of 
the orphanage. The parlors and long halls 
are carpeted and fitted up with costly fur- 
niture that give every corner the appear- 
ance and comfort of a home. 

The laundry and linen closets, kitchen, 
pantries and dining room are complete and 
the cleanliness of the establishment is a 
marked feature of the manner in which it 
is conducted. Every part of it was shown 
to the visitors and much interest was evi- 
denced by the delegates in its arrange- 
ment. 

After a thorough inspection the guests 
were invited into the dinmg room, where a 
dinner was set before them and the sweet 
viands and delicaci¢s placed for their dis- 
posai were enjoyed by the good appetites 
that had been sharpened by the convention 
work of the morning. 

After an hour's rest the company sang 
“Rescue the Perishing,”’ led by Mr. Crum- 
ley, and the first orphans’ home conference 
adjourned to mect in @ year. 
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ably be another fifty years before the mem- 
bers of the church will enjoy such a treat 
again.

WANT THE SOLDIERS’ HOME 


Dr. Landrum Delivers Powerful Appeal 
: for’Youthful Criminals. 


SAID PENITENTIARY IS A SIBERIA 


—_——-— 


Committee Appointed by Conference 
To Undertake the Work and To 
Establish the Institution. 


HE rovement for a reformatory for 

youthful criminals in Georgia was en- 

thusiagstically discussed at the meeting 
of the Orphans’ Home conference held yes- 
terday morning. 

Dr. Landrum touched the keynote. He 
was on the programme to deliver an ad- 
dress on this question and his plea, force- 
ful and logical, aroused the delegates to 
put forth the utmost endeavor to establish 
this kind of an jnstitution. 

The purehase of the «'d Soldiers’ homc, 
which is to be sold at public outery April 
6th, is what the philanthropic workers 
want, and a committee was appointed to 
make as great an effort as is possible to 
get the home, : 

The committee is composed of Mr. Aaron 
Haas, chairman; Judge Howard Van Epps, 
Mr. A. D. Adair, Mr. George Muse and 
Mrs. Nellie Peters Black. 

Dr. Landrum gave many arguments why 
the institution should be ‘built and 
vineed those who heard him. He 
demned the pregent system which, he said, 
was the worst for youthful criminals that 
could exist, 

What Dr. Landrum Said. 

fie biamed the system and the men who 
made ji. He said theré was only one worse 
and that was Sfberia. ole said the poli- 
ticians would stand idly by and see 2,000 
souls go down to hell. He characterized 
the penitentiary as the university of crime. 

In part, Dr. Landrum sdid: 

‘‘My plea is for the vicious, for the man 
that is growing as a criminal. What shall 
we do tor him. Temptations are every- 
where. He cannot avoid them. Bad aasso- 
ciates, bad literature and the evils that 
exist, witr the aid of the penitentiary, 
would kill any’ soul, 

“There is a young man that has been 
sent to the penitentiary when he was very 
young. He has no training, but his whole 
development has been in the direction of 
vice and crime. When he comes out he 
feels that he has been wroftged and that 
the world has been against him. He has 
no friend; he grows in hatred to the world. 
He will begin to organize a band of thugs 
and from an attempt to kill he goes to 
murder and becomes the worst character 
that could be made. 

‘Early training makes the man. There 
are mothers, so-called Christian mothers, 
in Atlanta who send their children to the 
Sunday schoo! and think that this is sul- 
ficient for their training. They do not 
value home training. But I tell you, it 1s 
the greatest influence for good that we 
have. I thank God for it. I had rather 
see every church and Sunday scnool in 
Atlanta destroyed than the homes. 

‘What shall we do with the youthful 
criminal. He comes before the courts every 
day. There are always a number of them 
in the police courts ort this city. Young 
girls and boys—what shall we do with them. 
Send them to the penitentiary and they 
would be in the university of crime. There 
is but one worse, and that is Siberia. 

To Purchase Soldiers’ Home. 

Dr.‘Landrum made a fierce arraignment 
of the state for the system that is in prac- 
tice and denounced the lawmakers who 
allow the system to exist, 

“On our eastern border is a building in- 
tended for the old soldiers. The state re- 
fused it. In a few days it will be sold 
to any one who wants it, to the highest 
bidder. Now is the opportunity and we 
want the man. Where is the great man 
that will rise up and establish at that 
place a reformatory? ; 

“Tt is an opportunity and I believe that 
the man will apnear who can make it the 
home that it should be for the youthful 
criminals.”’ 

Dr. Landrum threw animation and em- 
phasis into his apneal. The impression was 
a deep one and many wf those present were 
solving many plans that ran riot in their 
minds for a reformatory. 

The session soon adjourned and Dr. Lan- 
drum left the home for the city. After the 
luncheon which was served to the dele- 
gates the interest’ that had been aroused 
made itself manifest. While sitting at the 
table Mr. Haas asked for short talks from 
some of the leading delegates. 

The feeling expressed in the talks showed 
the emotion to which the talk of the morn- 
ing had aroused those present. Every side 
of the question was discussed. Both the 
ladies and gentlemen present spoke in its 
favor until Mr. Crumley moved that the 
committee named be appointed to make 
such a movement as is possible for the es, 
tablishment of the reformat@ry. The motion 
was carried amid applause. )

English 
cables were considered favorably. and the 
market made a steady start with the prices 
unchanged to 1 point higher. This was 
immediately followed by a sharp break un- 
der active liquidation of local long stuff, 
led by Wall street. The fact that the port 
and interior movement continued relatively 
light failed to check the decline. Late in 
the afternoon shorts began to cover and 
hy midday the loss had been reduced to 
2aS points with the feeling at that time 
slightly steadier. Business fell off mate- 
rially early in the afternoon, scalpers hav- 
ing things pretty much to themselves. The 
market closed steady with January un- 
changed. Other months 1@3 points net 
lower.

Chicago, March 25.—‘iquidation of long 
property continued on the board of trade 
today, the threatening political situation 
dominating al] other influences.

Clique brokers accepteg all the May 
wheat offered and held it at $1.04. Wheat 
opened weak and lower on the extremely 
heavy shipments of Argentine, that coun- 
try contributing 2,260,000 bushels daring tie 
week, ccmpared with one-tenth of that 
amount jin the same week lest year.

From 82%3p@S2':c "et 
the start, July fell to S2c and held steady 
at that figure for some time, rallying o°c- 
casionally to &2%c, only to be pounded 
down again. Chicago receipts were 11 
cars, against 19 a year ago.

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SPAIN BOUGHT 104 MULES

Agents Closed Trade Here for That 
Number Yesterday. 


WILL LEAVE ATLANTA TODAY 


Could Not Find 150 Mules To Suit 
Them and Will Probably Visit 
Other Markets. 


W: B. Leonard, the thorse trader who 


holds a contract with agents of the Span- 


ish government for the purchase of 1,000 
mules, will leave Atianta this morning 
shortly after 5 o'clock en route to New Or- 
leans 

Leonard will be accompanied by Senor 
Enora De La Zega and another Spaniard, 
who was with ‘him helping to make the 
purchases. Enora De La Zega had chargé 
of the matter ‘of buying the animals and 
all those obtained were approved by him 
before the trade was closed. It was he 
who paid for them, giving a Grats on @ 
New Orleans bank. 

While it Was supposed by teat that 
150 mules would be bought here, he found 
only 104 which pleased the Spaniards well 
enough to be bought. These were the very 
best on the market and cost the Spanish 
government something over $7,000. 

Leonard and the two Spaniards spent the 
day at the Brady-Miller sale stabies yées- 
aterday and examined the mules vrought fe- 
fore them. The 100 selected Thursday were 
taken and the trade closed. The buyers 
were anxious to get fifty more. but could 
find only four that they wanted. 

Both the Spantards who accompanied 
Leonard are quiet looking fellows and are 
very small and dark-skinned. It is very 
evident that the mules are inten@ed for 
important service, since each was given a 
very careful examination and it is eaid 
that many sturdy” ones were rejected. 

A large number of mules is expected 
to arrive in Atlanta today and Leonard 
was asked to remain and fill fhe remnainder 
of his contract from this lot, but he decided 
to g@9 on to New Orleans. He will probably 
but the number sufficient to make the 1,000 
at some western market. 

The mules bought in Atlanta will be ship- 
ped to New Orleans in the course of the 
next few days and on April 10th they will 
he sent to Cuba along with about 80 others. 
On April 20th 400 more will be sent @o the 
island.

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GRAND JURY BEGINS WORK 


Body Took Up Conley Murder Case 
Yesterday Morning. 


NO BRUISES FROM THE STICK 


Stick Itself Tells a Story—The Case 
Will Probably Be Concluded 
Today. 


The most important case consfdered by 
the grand jury of Fulton county in sess:0n 
yesterday morning was the recent killing 
of John Conley by John Cox, at East 
Peint. Som2 time was spent taking evi- 
der.ce and the case has not been finished. 
The evidenee introduced, it is said, was 
damaging. One of the most sensational 
features was the testimony of Jailor Mad- 
dox, who stated he had examined Cox soon 
after the killing and had found ro bruises 
or cuts on his head or body to indicate he 
had been struck by a stick, aS the witness- 
es for the defense, J. B. McConnell and C. 
Q. Trimble, allege. There was also no dirt 
on his clothes to indicate he had been 
Knocked down. 

The stick with which Conley is alleged 
to have struck Cox before he was Shot was 
also brought before the jury... It was 4a 
hickory stick-about an inch in diameter and 
broken jn two about the middle. From the 
manner in which the stick was broken and 
bended it indicates having been broken 
over a man’s knee rather than over a Man 5 
head. 

Colonel) T. W. Rucker has been engaged 
to prosecute not only Cox, but McConnell 
and Trimble. in case true bills are found 
against them. Several witnesses were 
summoned before the grand jury yesterday 
and the case will be taken up again this 
morning.

The programme outlined in yesterday’s

Mayor Collier stated yesterday he would 
begin work at once to have the city pri- 
mary on this date. He has already seen 
several members of the city executive com- 
mittee and none so far have signified any 
objection. Mr. Frank P. Rice, one of the 
mcst prominent members of the committee, 
who assiduously fought an April primary, 
stated yesterday he was heartily in favor 
of having the primary June 6th, believing 
this would give the candidates sufficient 
time for a good campalgn. 

It is probable one or two weeks more 
will bring out nearly all the candidates 
that intend to run. The effort to run an- 
other man for mayor against Captain Eng- 
lish and Mr, Woodward seems to have 
fallen through. The general belief now is 
that there will be no further entries. There 
may, however, be some surprises. 

The politicians are somewnat puzzled 
just now over the probability of Mr. Joel 
Hurt becoming a candidate. It has been 
rumored he would run for mayor, but this 
appears untrue. Mr. Hurt will, however, 
make the race for either council or alder- 
man, having not yet definitely decided 
which. In case he runs for alderman with 
Mr. George Howard already in the fleld a 
lively fight would likely result. 

All the candidates already announced are 
doing some energetic electioneering, partic- 
ularly the aspirants for the county board. 


TO DECIDE SHELVERTON’S CASE. 


Recorder Wil] ‘Bencunes His Decision 
Next Week. 


Will Shelverton, the “peeping Tom,’ who 
was caught looking into private rooms at 
the Alhambra hotel, on Peachtree street 
and who was found euilty of the offense, 
will doubtless go free. 

Shelverton was tried before Recorder Cal- 
houn three weeks ago and was found guilty. 
The recorder stated at the time that he 
would withhold the sentence. Time has 
passed and the case has almost been for- 
gotten. 

Recorder Calhoun was asked yesterday 
What he proposed to do with Shelverton. 
He said he would announce the decision 
some time this week. 

“I don’t Know whether TI can fine him or 
not,’ said the recorder. “I have been con-

The city attorney could not be seen last 
night and his opinion could not be learned, 
but from Judge Calhoun’s remarks, Shel- 
verton will very likely be released without 
any punishment being imposed. 

City Attorney Anderson, when he was re- 
corder, fined one man for the offense of 
which Shelverton has been found guilty. 
In one instance he fined a young man of 
s0me prominence $25 and costs, and his po- 
sition in regard to such cases was always 
that of emphatic disapproval.
